time partner, was the other. Tn 
1872 Stokes shot Fiske to death on 
the stairway of the old Grand Cen- 
tral Hotel. Through powerful po- 
litienl influences Stokes was let off 
with a four-year sentence, When 
he died in 1901, Tammany friends 
eave him an elaborate funeral with 
a band of 200 musicians.

insane in 1897 and died shortly 
afterward.

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Motor Should Be Adjusted 
For Winter Driving Safety 


With the coming of the wide 
temperature ranges, experienced at 
this season of the year, the motor 
ist will find it to his advantage to 
have the motor retuned and adjust- 
ed, according to M. D, Douglas, 
General Parts and Service Manag- 
er of the Chevrolet Motor Co. 

“One of the distinet advantages 
of the modern automobile over its 
early predecessors is found in the 
fact that the motor today can be 
adjusted to give maximum __ per- 
formance in all seasons. A motor- 
ist who drives through the winter 
with a car adjusted to summer 
weather conditions deprives him- 
self of much of the car’s capacity 
for performance and needlessly in- 
creases its operating expenses,” 
Mr. Douglas said. 

The carburetor should be check- 
ed, and the valves should be ad- 
justed to prevent loss of compres- 
sion. The ignition system, especi- 
all the timing, should be cleaned 
thoroughly and checked for proper 
adjustment; the proper functioning 
of the ignition system is essential 
to easy starting on cold mornings. 

Other suggestions made by Mr. 
Douglas include a thorough flush- 
ing out and cleaning of the cool- 
ing system; draining and flushing 
the erankease and refilling with a 
rood grade of oil.

OPELIKA, Ala., Nov. 21.—The 
Alabama Baptist State Convention 
concluded its three-day annual 


|meeting here today after hearing 


speakers urge support of the 
eighteenth amendment. 

The convention selected Mont- 
romery for next year’s session and 
named Dr, A. H. Rheid of Birm- 
ingham to deliver the convention 
sermon. 

Dr. L. O. Dawson, a native of 
Opelika, gave the report on ‘‘so- 
cial conditions and service” and 
stated the view that “the liquor 
question is one of therapeutics 
and education, and not a political 
football to be kicked about by poli- 
ticians.’” 

“Liquor traffic of a half cen- 
tury ago debauched society and 
corrupted the body politic,” said 
the speaker, “and so far as T know 
there is not a single great daily 
newspaper in the nation advocat- 
ing the return of the saloon, but 
many, strange as it may seem, urge 
repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and the placing of liquor 
traffic under some form of goy- 
ernment control.” 

His report expressed the hope 
that the American Legion would 
adhere to the principles of its con- 
stitution and said that “certain 
signs indicate outside influences 
acting upon some members of the 
Legion, causing them to forget 
their noble principles.” 

J. Bibb Mills, superintendent of 
the Alabama Anti-Saloon League, 
urged church members to continue 
their fight against a “liquor traffic 
that wants to destroy the churches 
of the country as well as the Dem- 
ocratic party.”
